bu t any heartless vandel can destroy 
it with one blow. 
If the Bible is to 
be torn to p ieces f»v ruthless hands, 
tramp led underfoot and discarded, it 
would p rove the worst calamity t ha t 
had ever befallen the human race. 
T he 
ref orm at ion 
of the sixteenth 
century was a tremendous earthquak e 
it, shook 
down t he fabrics of a 
medi- 
eavei religion, and ¡is a 
consequence, 
tilled the world with revolution and 
wars. 
But it left t he authority of the 
Bililo 
unshak en, 
in answer to the 
infidel taunt that Christi anit y w as an 
awful p lague, because its success in­ 
volved the 
ruin of Roman civilization; 
Mat Arnold writes, “ l t was worth 
while to have that civilization ruined 
fifty 1 itnes over 
for the sak e of p lant* 
ing Christianity 
hroughout Europ e in 
the only 
form in which it could 
t he n 
iu* p lanted t he r e . ” 
In this age wt arc not content with 
check ing the sp * ad of a disease when 
it ap p ears: vv< seek to diagnose it and 
to discover its or gin. 
T he scep ticism 
Of the day may be clearly traced to 
the ra t i ahs m which almost swamp ed 
the religious life of Germany in the 
last half of the eighteenth century. 
But the p rie

The seed of unbelief was 
sown in the hi art of our race, when

saying to the women, “ Ye shall not 
surely die.” 
Some very g 
p eop le,who listen to

insp irât ion.p retended to love the Bible 
and are assure -a t ha t it 
in the main 
divine, but the 
s om e things in the 
Old Test aim nt 
that 
stagger their 
faith. 
For instance, “ Tiie Creation 
Story in Gen« - - " they say “ is dis­ 
credited by seieive.” 
And thé story 
ot Jonah is too _.n at a strain on their 
credulity. 
S o m e years ago Frof. 
Huxley a t ­ 
tack ed the account in Genesis in the 
p ages of t lu Nineteenth Century Maga­ 
zine. which caded forth an able rep ly 


¡ revelation. 
The Pharisees, Saducees and Scribes, 
rejected the Messiahship of Jesus up on 
very reasonable grounds. 
For they 
rejected the insp ired and p rop hetic al­ 
lusions to him in the Old T estam e nt 
scrip tures. 
They saw nothing in this 
son of a carp enter tha n an ordinary, 
misguided enthusiast. 
“ Can ¡my good 
thing co ne out of Nazareth?” 
They j 
rested their judgm ent wholly 
up on 
human testimony. 
How then, did it i 
come t ha t his discip les believed 
on 1 
him? 
“ Thou a rt the Christ, the Son of the 
living God,” was the unqualified te sti­ 
mony of tlie Ap ostle Peter. 
How did 
he come to this clear 
conviction? 
Christ ¡it once exp lains it 
“ Flesh 
and blood ha t h not revealed it unto 
thee, but 
my Father, which is in 
heaven.” 
T he facts were the same to 
bot h seribe and fisherman; bu t the one 
views them in the light of hum an 
reason, and cried out “ Crucify H im ;’’ 
'idie other viewed t hem in tlie light of 
divine 
revelation, 
and 
exclaimed, 
“ Thou art the Christ, the son of the 
living God.” 
Thomas, t he doubter, 
cried, “ My Lord and my God.” t hr u s t ­ 
ing his hand into the p rint of the 
nails. 
The reasons given for disp araging 
the bible today, are bu t the echo of 
the reasons urged for rejecting Christ 
in the days of His ministry. 
One of 
the p op ular exp onents of the higher 
criticism, has denounced the “ baseless 
notion, tha t a book w ritten by hu m a n 
p ens, can be the word of God.” How 
much this sounds lik e the Pharisaical 
crit icisms concerning our Lord. 
“ Is 
not tills the Son of Mary, the brother 
of James and Josep h? 
Are not his 
sisters here with us? 
“ And they were 
offended at him." 
lOf course, they 
were, because he claimed to be t hot Son 
of God, and even thought it no rob­ 
bery to be equal with God.” 
If our modern critics had lived in 
the days of llis ministry, their p rin­ 
cip les would have led them to tak e 
sides with those who rejected Him, 
Again, some are disp osed to reject the 
Bible because it contains some things 
tha t are p ositively immoral. 
Up on 
the same ground the Pharisees reject­ 
ed. 
T hey said “ Behold a gluttonous 
man and a wine-bibber.” 
They even 
i called him Beelzebub. 
“The Prince 
| oi Devils.” 
The cause of the reject ion 
is the same in l>oth cases, - the inca­ 
p acity dt the uregenerated man to deal
